The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 62 and 63 are cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After careful 
consideration of the Applicant's remarks the Examiner has found the independent claims are 
allowable. There is no evidence in the prior art of an implant comprising a body defining an 
outside surface, a carrier receiving area in the body, an undoped carrier material in the receiving 
area, a pathway that communicates the outside surface with the carrier receiving area, a solid end 
cap on an end of the cage body wherein the end cap enclosed the carrier receiving area, a port 
located in the end cap and a plug located in the port adapted to be penetrated by a delivery 
system (e.g. a syringe). 

After a careful examination of the Applicant's remarks with respect to the Michelson 
reference (US 6,605,089 Bl), the Examiner is convinced that the element interpreted by the 
Examiner as the plug (120 or 122) cannot be penetrated by a syringe or any other delivery 
system. For the above reasons, the Examiner believes that the Michelson or any other reference 
can reads on the claimed subject matter claimed by this application.
